status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-12 are pending. 
Claims 1-10 are rejected. 

Claims 11 and 12 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of croup l, Claims 1-10 in the reply filed on 
December 8, 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the Examiner 
has not substantiated the argument that the process, as claimed, can be used to make 
other and materially different products, since ally phenyl ether and allyl benzoate fall 
under the products produced by the method of Croup I. This is not found persuasive 
because not only are ally phenyl ether and allyl benzoate materially different from the 
condensation copolymer of Croup ll, but they are materially different from each other, 
which further substantiates the fact that the process of Croup I can be used to make 
products which are materially different from the products of Group n 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made final. 

3. Claims 11 and 12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
reply filed on December 8, 2004.

5. The information disclosure statements filed November 7, 2003 and December 1, 
2003 have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 u.S.c. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the united states. 

7. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Retboll et al. 

(US 6,300,515 B1). 

Retboll et al. teach preparing allylic compounds which are different from their 

allylic starting material by reacting the allylic starting material with an oxygen nucleophile 

in the presence of a catalyst containing at least one transition metal and a multidentate 

phosphite compound (see entire disclosure, in particular column 2, line 23 to column 3, 

line 25; column 4, lines 53-58; column 5, line 1 to column 24, line 67; and column 26, line 52 

to column 27, line 10). 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
united States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
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effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United states only 
if the international application designated the United states and was published under 
Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chauvin et al. (US 6,525,228 B2). 

Chauvin et al. teach reacting a conjugated diene with an active hydrogen 
containing compound having the general formula (l) in the presence of a transition metal 
compound and a phosphorus-containing compound (see entire disclosure, in particular 
column 3, line 62 to column 6, line 31). Specific examples of the active hydrogen 
containing compound include water, methanol and glycol ( see column 5, lines 4 and 5). 
Specific examples of the phosphorus-containing compound include bidentate 
compounds (see column 7, line 65 to column 8, line 20). The phosphorous containing 
compound may be used along with a singly charged quaternary ammonium and/or 
phosphonium cation (see column 8, line 21 to column 9, line 22).
